In the instant case 
unpatentability of Group I invention would not necessarily imply unpatentability of the process 
of the group II invention, since the device of group I invention could be made by the processes 
different from those of group II invention. For example, by performing the steps in the order of: 
providing a semiconductor chip and a leadframe having general leads and stable leads; disposing 
the general leads such that they are separated from the chip; wirebonding the general leads; and 
then bending the stable leads such that they contact and attach to the surface of chip.
